TEA TASTING. —A New York corres- 


pondent gives the following particulars of 
the effects oi " tea tasting," and sampling 
upon t'.e constitutions of those engaged in 
the business: 


The death of a famous tea broker in this 


city lately calls to mind the curious nature 
of "his business. I wonder if any of your 
readers at the West know that their fastidi- 
ousness in the choice of the herb which 
cheers, but not inebriates, is the cause ol 
the establishment of a profession, called 
" tea tasting "—which is as certain death to 
a man as the continued practice of opium 
eating. The success of the tea broker 01 
taster depends upon the trained accuracy o 
his nose and palate, his experience in the 
•wants of the American market, and a keen 
business tact. If he has these qualities ir 
high cultivation he may make from $20 
000 to 810,000 per annum while he lives, 
and die of ulceratiort of the lungs. 
Ho 


overhauls f- cargo of tea, classifies it, and 
determines the value of each sort. In do- 
in-' this he 
first looks at the color of 


the leaf and the geueralcleanliness of it. 
lie next takes a quantity of the herb in his 
hand, and, breathing his warm breath on 
it, suafi's up the fragrance. In doing this 
IK draws .into his lungs a quantity of irri- 
tatim' and stimulating dust which is by no 
means -wholesome. Then sitting down at 
the table in his office, on which is a long j 
row of little porcelain cups and a pot of 
hot water, he " draws " the tea and tastes 
the infusion. 
In this way he classifies the 


different sorts to the minutest shade, marks 
the different prices, and is then ready to 
compare his work with the invoice. 
The 


skill of these tasters is fairly marvelous, 
but the effect of the business on their health 
is, as I have said, ruinous. They grow 
lean, nervous, and consumptive.

She was built .and rigged by her captain and 
owner, Mr. Webb, in Connecticut, and by 
him and.one man brought safely across the 
stormy Atlantic, in thirty-seven days. 
She 


started with the Captain and two men, but 
one of them -vras unfortunately lost over- 
board the first day. 
To most men this 


would have been enough to frighten them 
oi .their perilous enterprise, but our two un- 
daunted navigators (one of whom had 
never been at -sea before) were not to be 
frightened. 
Without a chronometer, (for 


no one would trust one in so frail a con- 
veyance, and the captain was too poor to 
buy one) without a chart of the coast they 
were steering for, these two men pursued 
their dangerous 
way, through 
several 


storms, and reached Liverpool in the time 
mentioned." 


MOUNT VERNOX.—One or more of the 


Masonic Lodges of Richmond, have organ- 
ized a plan to purchase Mount Vernon. 
It 


is to get the subordinate lodges to contri- 
bute one dollar for each member. 
The 


price asked for the Mount Vernon estate is 
§200,000, and the Masonic statistics show 
that the Order numbers 300,000; so that if 
all the lodges in the Union accede to the 
proposition—and the probability is that 
thty will—the purchase of Mount Vernon 
may be looked upon as a freed fact. 
The 


suggestion, as given out, docs not stop here. 
When the land is possessed by the Masons, 
they propose to present it to t\ie Hlate of 
Virginia, only reserving to their Order the 
right to meet around the tomb of their de- 
ceased brother one every year, to celcliralu 
his imperishable deeds, and to keep alive 
his great name.—Jtichmoitd Dispatch.
